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Applicants hereby elect the species of "atopic dermatitis", as recited in claim 35, with 

traverse* 

The claims readable on the elected species are Claims 23-32. Claim 23 is generic. 
Applicants respectfully traverse this requirement. The Office Action asserts that each site is 
associated with a different patient population, and because of this the methods directed to each site are 
patentably distinct. Applicants respectfully submit that many of the species recited in claims 33-38 are 
not patentably distinct for several reasons. Firstly, it is possible that a patient may have more than one 
species, e.g. psoriasis and lichen planus, or atopic dermatitis and inflamed tonsils, etc, and, as such, each 
site is not always associated with a different patient population. Secondly, many of the individual species 
are each readable upon each other. For example, sites of psoriasis, lichen plans, atopic dermatitis and 
tonsil inflammation can all be sites of chronic inflammation. Likewise, sites of psoriasis and atopic 
dermatitis can be sites of delayed hypersensitivity. 

As such, the sites are not always associated with a different patient populations. Accordingly, 
applicants respectfully request that this species election requirement be withdrawn. 

Applicants respectfully submit that the subject matter of these claims encompasses a reasonable 
number of species and that Claim 23 is generic to all the claimed species. As such, according to MPEP 
§809(c), Claim 23 should be examined by the Office if claims directed to the elected species are found 
allowable. 

Applicants expressly reserve the right under 35 USC §121 to file a divisional application directed 
to the non-elected subject matter during the pendency of this application.
